ed and wounded. We have not, however, been able to be- 
lieve this piece of intelligence ; it is too bad; and the marine 
minifter was yefterday heard to fay} that he had not received 
any exprefs from the windward Hlandars 4 


Hague, Fuly 22. It is certainly reported here,’ and belie-

The following account, publithed by order of therCongrefs, 
of the action between General Greene and Lord Rawdoo, on 
the 25th of April, has been brought to Europe by an Ameti- 
can veflel, Captain Brown, who failed from Newbury in Maf- 
fachuffert’s bay, and arrived lately in the Texel : 

Jo Sam. Hunrine, Ly; 
Sire, 

I had the honour to write to your Excellency the 2d inft. 
Apri!, to inform you that we were encamped before Camden, 
having found it impoffible to attempe ‘ao ftorm ghe town with 
any hopes of fuccefs ; and having no. other alternative but to 
take fuch a pofition as fhould induce the enemy to faily from 
their works. ‘To this end wé pofted ourfelves on ap eminence 
about a mile from the town, near the high* road “leading to 
Waxhaws —it was covered with woods, and flanked on the 
left by an impaflable fwamp. The ground between this place 
and the town is covered by a thick wood, and fhrubbery.. In 
this fituation we remained conftantly ‘on the watch, and ready 
for a€tion at a‘moment’s warning. 

On the morning of the 25th, about eleven o’clock; our ad- 
vanced piquets received the firft fire from the enemy, and re- 
turned it warmly. ‘The line was formed in an iaftant -Gene- 
ral Hughes’s brigade to the right, Colonel Williams’s Mary- 
land brigade to the left, and the artillery in the center. Colo- 
nel Read, with fome militia, formed a kind ‘of fecond line. 
Captain Thirkwood, with the light infyatry, was pofted in our 
front ; and when the enemy advanced, he was foon engaged 
with them; and both he and his men behaved with a great 
deal of bravery ; nor did the pickets under Captain Morgan 
and Benfon act with lefs courage or regularity. Obferving 
that the enemy advanced with but few men a-breaft, I. ondeér- 
ed Lieutenant-Colonel Ford, with the fecond Marylahd regi- 
ment, to flank them onthe left, while Lieutenant-Colonel 
Campbell was to do the fame on the right. Colonel Gunby, 
with. the 1{t Maryland regiment, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hawes, with the 2d Virginia regiment, received orders at the 
fame time to defcend from the eminence, and attack in froat ; 
and I fent Lieutenant-Colonel Wathington at the fame time to 
double the right flank, and attack the rear ofthe enemy. The 
whole line was foon in action in the midit of a very finart fire, 
as well from our fmall arms, as from our artiljery, which, un- 
der the command of Colonel Harrifon, kept playing’ upon the 
front of the enemy, who began to give way on) all fides, and 
their left abfolutely to retreat ; when unfortunately twodcompa- 
nies on the right of the tirft Maryland tegiment, were entirely 
thrown into diforder ; and by another ftroke éf fortune, Colo- 
nel Gunby ordered the: reft of the regiment, which was advan- 
cing, to take a néw pofition towards the rears where the two

me to think of recovering the fortune of the day, which promi. 
fed us at the onfet the moft complete vittory ; for Colonel 
Watbington, on his way to double and atrack in the rear, found 
the enemy, both horfe and foot, retreating with precipitation 
towards, the cown, and made upwards of 250 of them prifon- 
ers, together with 10.0r i officers, before he perceived that 
our troops had abandoned the field of battle. ‘The Colonel, 
who, upon this occafion, and indeed his whole corps, acquired 
ng ieconfiderable fhare of honour, thea retreated ewo or three 
miles from the ftene of aétion, without any lofs of artillery, 
wapgoos, or provifions, having taken the precaution to fend a- 
way our baggage at the beginning of the aétion, ‘The enemy 
have fuflered very confiderably: Our forces weg nearly eqaal 
in numbers 5. but fuch were the difpofitions that I had made, 
that if we had-fucceeded, the whole of the enemy’s army mutt 
have fallen into our hands as well as the town of Camden. I 
herewith inclofe a lift of the killed and wounded ; among the

of fpirits ; and this little check will not by any means derange 
or alter our general plan of operations.

Brigadier General Marton’s Letter to General Greenn. 
S I R, Fort Watfon, April 23. 1781. 

Lieutenant Colonel Lee joined me on the Santee che 14th 
inftant, after a rapid march from Ramley Mills on Deep River, 
which he finithed in eight.days. The 15th, we marched td 
this place, and invelted it. Our chief hope was to Cut off the 
water. Some riflemen and Continentals were, for this purpofe, 
pofted between the fort and the Jake. ‘The fort lies on a rifing 
ground, about 40 feet high, furrounded by three rows of ab- 
batis. ‘There were no trees near enough to cover us from the 
enemy’s fire. The third day after we had begun the fiege, wed 
perceived that the enemy had dug a well near the abbatis, 
without meeting with any oppofition from us, which was for 
want of feveral very neceffary implements for thips, with 
out which we could not make trenches in order to make 
our approach to the fort. We, therefore, refolved “im 
mediately to erect a work as high as ‘fhe fort; and it was 
finithed this morning by Major Mehani: We then made a 
loudgment on the fide of the eminence near the abbatis : ‘This 
was accomplifhcd with great fpirt and addrefs by Enfign Ro 
binfon and Mr R. Lee, a volunteer in Colonel Lee’s regiment, 
who, furmounting every difficulty, . got up to the abbatis, and 

ulled it away :_ By this the commander of the fort found him- 
if obliged to hoift a white flag. I inclofe the ‘capitulatior, 
which I hope will meet-with your approbation. ‘ Our lofs wus

¢¢ Qn the roth of February laft, they were taken out of their 
houfe, and confined on board different thips of war till the 19th 
of March, when they were fent un board the Vengeance to be 
conveyed to England, notwithftanding one of them was in an 
ill tate of health. ‘This veflel arrived in Ireland the 7th of 
May ; failed from thence the 2+ft of June, and anchored at 
Spithead the 28th, during which time they were kept on board 
and continued in confinement till the 25th of July, whea they 
were put in charge of rwo King’s meffengers ; ordered to Lon- 
don before a Secretary of State, under a charge of high treafon 
for having thipped powder, arms, and other goods to America, 
as appeared by their books and papers, that were, with every 
individual thing (to a Hg | confiderable value) taken poffeflion 
of at the time they were fent off, except wearing apparel only; 
even one of them deprived of his purfe, taken from hine by the 
Commiffary-General, containing about twenty pieces of gold: 
Mr Gouverueur’s wife and family turned out of her howfe, be- 
holding to her friends for fubfiftence, and Britifh officers placed © 
therein. ‘They were referred to the Attorney and Solicitor- 
Generals, to undergo an examination on the evening of the 
27th ult. when the queftion was put, whether they had. fhip-. 
ped fach goods, producing one of their bill of lading books, 
to which oy both anfwered in the affirmative, and replied, that 
fince the firlt of their-refidence in St Euftatia they had become 
Burghers of that ifland, and always confidered their allegiance 
ro the States of Holland, and‘had acted uprightly and confiftent

Ar lait it was agreed to fend for a wright 
in the neighbourhood, who, it would feem, was better“ufed to 
fpectacles of this nature, for his afhftance on this occafion, 
With his help, they dug up the coffin, and, upon examining 
the contents, found therein a dead body, which, from its ap- 
pearance, feemed to have been buried about 12 days ago. The 
coffinfwas neatly covered with black cloth, and the corpfe de- 
cently dreffed in fiannels. 

‘The great body of the pore are generally but little conver- 
fant in matters of ftate. ant of iaclioation or opportunity to 
figure in public life, naturally makes them content that the af- 
fairs of government fhould continue in thofe hands, in which 
accident or merit have placed them.

fume it, and place it in other hands, or keep it themfelves, 
whenever it is made ufe of to opprefsthem., There have un- 
doubtedly been inftances, in which thefe principles and pofi- 
tions have been inculcated, with a view of obtaining the re- 
refs of real grievances ; but they are commonly introduced 
for the very worlt of purpofes. No goverument, however per- 
fect in theory,.is adminiftered in perfeétion ; human frailty will 
not adinit ot it. A fimall miftake, in point of policy, often 
furnifhes a pretence to libel government, and. to perfuade the 
people that their rulers are tyrants, -and the whole government 
a fyftem of oppreflion. In this manner the feeds of fedition 
are commanly fown ; and the people, thus deluded, and put 


into motion, are led to facrifice real liberty to abominable li-’ 


centioufnefs, which gradually ripens into rebellion or civil war. 
And whatever party prevails, the poor people, in general, ha- 
ving ferved as the dupes of artifice, and the mere {tilts of.am- 
bition, are fure to be lofers in the end. The bet that they 
can expect, “is to be thrown by with contempt, when they are 
n> longer wanted, having anfwered the only purpofe for which 
they were employed.
